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Off-the-Course Betting 


HE Department of Justice of the United States 

is now headed up by a young St. George who 
is slaying dragons in spectacular fashion. At- 
torney General Frank Murphy apparently is 
working on the theory that the bigger they 
come, the more satisfaction there is in seeing 
them fall. So he probably will take a special de- 
light in hacking Moses L. Annenberg. 

It will be noted that the Government allowed 
Mr. Annenberg to attain his full stature before 
it challenged him to a ciphering match in the 
Federal courts. It waited until he had established 
a far-flung and amazingly efficient organization 
worth millions upon millions of dollars, and until 
be had become a figure with political influence 
in many sections of the country. His methods 
in establishing that organization could not be 
questioned by the Government, and were not 
questioned by state authorities, who, generally 
speaking, are made of fairly ductile metal. The 
sin of Mr. Annenberg, in the eyes of the D. of J., 
is that he did not pay enough income tax. 

This hiatus in law enforcement, by which a 
man who becomes rich through an illicit enter- 
prise must do a thoroughly good job of it before 
a restraining hand can be laid upon him, is ap- 
parently a fundamental part of our legal ma- 
chinery. The dragon must be a dragon of the 
first water before St. George can go after him. 
So, even if the Government succeeds in pulveriz- 
ing its No. 1 income tax evader, it will not have 
done anything to change the conditions which 
created the Annenberg empire. 

Considering the voluminous records of the case, 
and the vast ramifications of Mr. Annenberg's 
income, the Government’s problem in dealing 
with him is a most complicated one. But it is 
simple in comparison with the problem of what 
to do about handbook betting, the main source 
of his alleged income. We suppose that some 
day something will be done about it. But laws 
Which merely attempt to prohibit will not be 
enough, because millions of American citizens 
contributed to Mr. Annenberg’s delinquency and 
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fortune, and where millions of people are intent 
upon doing something it is useless for other mil- 
lions to try any thou-shalt-not tactics. 

The danger in this situation is that the thou- 
shalt-not elements may eventually generate 
enough pressure against the immovable body of 
off-the-course bettors to crush between them the 
racing sport which is the innocent cause of the 
controversy. If people had enough respect for 
the law to abide by it, and would make their bets 
only on the grounds where racing takes place, 
there would, of course, be no handbook problem. 
But since people are determined to bet on horses 
whether they can see them run or not, lawmakers 
may as well retreat from the untenable position 
they have taken and effect legislation in keeping 
with the demonstrated will of the people. We do 
not believe the people want to see racing abol- 
ished simply because of handbooks, but the pub- 
licity attendant upon the Annenberg trials will 
bring the issue to so sharp a focus that there is 
likely to be a decline in the popularity of racing. 

What to do? THE BLOOD-HORSE claims no 
genius for solving problems as difficult as this, 
but it is our opinion that the easiest and most 
satisfactory way out is to provide off-the-course 
extensions for accepting wagers and making 
pay-offs at track odds, with all off-the-course 
bets going into the pool at the track. That would 
not be so easy, of course. Many legal snaris 
would have to be unravelled and many technical 
difficulties would have to be mastered before 
such a plan could be put in operation. But under 
any other plan we shall continue to have extra- 
legal handbooks. And, with off-the-course bet- 
ting going through the track totalizators, there 
would be more revenue for horsemen, better 
prices for breeders, increased taxes for the state, 
and an improvement in the reputation of racing. 

But to feed outside wagers through track total- 
izators is a task with innumerable difficulties, 
and until we have mastered those problems the 
handbook industry remains America’s biggest il- 
legal enterprise. As overlord of that industry 
Mr. Annenberg was probably a far more benign 
influence than we can expect his successors to be.

Barcaldine 


AD Barcaldine been foaled on one of the 

great English nurseries, his history would 
assuredly have been different. As it was, he was 
a Titan among pygmies during his first two 
seasons, he did not race at all at four, and it was 
not until he was a 5-year-old that he went up 
against horses of really high calibre. A chance 
at England’s classics was denied him, or his 
record might nave stood with those of the great- 
est of all time. 

He was bred by George Low, a Scotchman who 
rented a farm at Birtown, near Athy, in County 
Kildare, Ireland. He was by Solon (a rather 
moderate son of the great West Australian), 
which won nine races from 17 starts, four of 
them being Her Majesty’s Plates, at distances to 
three miles. All of Solon’s victories except one, 
the Great Surrey Foal Stakes, were scored in 
Ireland. On one occasion he won two races in 
one day, came out the following day and tried 
twice again, winning one and losing one. Bar- 
caldine never quite did this, but he twice did 
something very like it. Barcaldine’s dam was 
Ballyroe (by Belladrum), a mare which was a 
roarer and which raced without winning. Bar- 
caldine fulfilled what must have been expecta- 
tion, by being a rather common-looking yearling. 

However, when he was sent from Birtown to 
The Curragh to begin his training, the groom 
who walked him there reported that the colt had 
“given him a rare doing,”’ by walking so fast and 
briskly. His appearance improved after he was 
two, and he grew into an excellent horse. Pat 
Connolly had the training of him. He was quar- 
tered at Tom Connolly's place, Curragh View, at 
two, but there was no relationship between the 
Connollys. To confuse it further, J. Connolly 
rode him in all his starts at two and three. 

Barcaldine came out September 9, 1880, at The 
Curragh for his first start, under 119 pounds. 
He won the six-furlong Railway Stakes in a com- 
mon canter, beating Award (118) three lengths, 
with Marathon (119) third and nine others, in- 
cluding Master Ned, unplaced. On October 19 
he began a series which suggested Solon’s rugged- 
ness. On that day, under 126 pounds, he won the 
National Produce Stakes by four lengths from 
Promethus (117), Master Ned (129), and others. 
October 20 he won the Beresford Stakes (one 
mile) by two and a half lengths from Master 
Ned (131), Promethus (119), and three others, 
under 133 pounds. On October 21 he won the 
six-furlong Paget Stakes by three-fourths of 
a length from Master Ned (129), which he was 
giving two pounds. These three victories in three 
days, all at The Curragh, completed his 2-year- 
old racing. 

But Low wanted to see what kind of a horse he 
had, so Connolly sent him against the 3-year-old 
Berengaria (later dam of Ian) in a trial. Giving 
her a year and nine pounds, he beat her very 
easily. Low, iike the man who looked at the

watched the trial and said no 2-year-old could 
beat Berengaria in such a fashion. Connolly had 
real difficulty in convincing him that the weights 
were as represented; even then Low wanted the 
trial repeated. At length Low realized he had 
a great horse, and he spoke of reserving him for 
some of the more important English races (he 
was not in the classic events), mentioning par- 
ticularly the Manchester Cup and the Northum- 
berland Plate. 
So Connolly saved his horse, only to be in- 
formed, 19 days before the Baldoyle Derby at 
Dublin, May 17, that the owner wanted the colt 
started in it. Connolly protested, but to no avail; 
Low wanted the purse money to wager on Bar- 
caldine in England. “He is a smasher, and will 
do it easily,” was the only answer Low made to 
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CALDINE spent his first 
two seasons against in-

arguments that the horse could not be made 
ready for a 1'.-mile race on such short notice. 

So Barcaldine, about half fit, went out under 
139 pounds for the Baldoyle Derby. He won by 
a length from Theodora (103), a cheap plater, 
Handcuff (111), Master Ned (134), and four 
others. Connolly was naturally pleased, because 
not only had Barcaldine won easily, but the race 
had improved him. He was ready for the Man- 
chester Cup, which was to be run in June, when 
Low decided to strike him out and wait for the 
Northumberland Plate. By way of saving him, 
Barcaldine was again started on three straight 
days in June. On June 28 he won the two-mile 
Her Majesty’s Plate by three-fourths of a length 
from Baron Farney (4-y-0, 131), under 109 
pounds, including three pounds overweight. June 
29 he won another of Her Majesty’s Plates (3m.) 
from Roscrea (131) under 111 pounds, four over- 
weight. On June 30 he was out for another 
three-mile Her Majesty's Plate, but no opposition 
materialized and he walked over. 

Here his history enters on a very vexed period. 
He had been 20 to 1 for the Manchester Cup, but 
he was quoted at 7 to 2 for the Northumberland 
Plate, a two-mile affair. Trainer Connolly wrote, 
32 years later: ‘As well as I can remember at 
this very distant date, he was quoted at 7 to 2 
when Mr. Low sent an unfortunate telegram to 
Sir John Astley, asking him if he could send him 
£1,000 and the horse would be struck out; and if 
Sir John were not disposed to do so, could he 
get £12,000 to £1,000 about the colt?” 

The proposition offered Sir John is not entirely 
clear, but obviously a proposal to a steward of 
the Jockey Club to scratch out for £1,000 or get 
12 to 1 on a 7-to-2 chance is hardly cricket. So 
Sir John answered that unless some satisfactory 
explanation was forthcoming, he must place the 
matter before the Jockey Club. An explanation 
came, but not a satisfactory one, and in July the 


325 


Jockey Club notified Mr. Low to appear before 
them. They were no more satisfied than Sir 
John had been, and Mr. Low was, apparently, 
warned off. 

At any rate, Barcaidine was then put up for 
sale. He did not reach his reserve price, and 
Connolly said later that he was told the horse had 
been sold privately. He remained in Connolly’s 
stable as a 4-year-old, and was entered in the 
Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire. 

He was struck out of the Cesarewitch of 1882, 
but was taken to Newmarket to be prepared for 
the Cambridgeshire, in which he was handicapped 
at 119 pounds. Fred Archer galloped him one 
morning, called him a “lumbering brute.’”’ But 
before the race came up, Connolly was summoned 
before the stewards of the Jockey Club, and asked 
the identity of the owner. He replied that as far 
as he knew, “a gentleman residing abroad’’ had 
bought the horse, and had appointed an agent 
to be responsible for the training expenses. After 
several conferences, the stewards turned up a 
letter to Messrs. Weatherby, taking Barcaldine 
out of the Cesarewitch. The name signed to the 
letter, which Connolly does not mention, was not 
that of the “gentleman residing abroad,” but an- 
other party who represented he had bought the 
horse from the aforesaid gentleman. The stew- 
ards decided that the sale was not bona fide and 
ordered Barcaldine out of the Cambridgeshire. 

The affair, apparently, was not a very public 
one. George Lambton, in his Men and Horses I 
Have Known, writes merely that the owner “got 
into some trouble with the stewards of the Jockey 
Club, the circumstances of which I never knew, 
and was forced to sell the horse.”” Sir John Ast- 
ley, who has written many of his reminiscences, 
does not mention it. Oddly enough, his principal 
reference to Barcaldine is in connection with the 
Manchester Cup of 1881, from which the horse 
was withdrawn. Sir John had a good horse named 
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Peter entered for the cup, and had engaged Fred 
Archer to ride him. But shortly before the race 
Archer came to him with a communication from 
Captain Machell, saying the he would start Valour 
if Archer rode him, but otherwise would not start 
the horse. Sir John, with a generous gesture, re- 
leased Archer, and put his stable jockey, C. Wood, 
on Peter. His sportsmanship was expensive, for 
Valour, profiting by Archer’s matchless riding, 
beat Peter a head. The worst part of the defeat, 
Sir John wrote, was that if Peter had won, he 
would have “bought Barcaldine from his Irish 
[sic] owner.” 

At all events, Barcaldine was now sold in 
actuality, going to Robert Peck, a great judge of 
horseflesh. While he was looking at the horse, 
before the auction, Archer came up and said, “I 
hope you won't buy him, for he cannot win a 
selling race. He has no action at all.’ Peck re- 
plied that the horse was badly out of condition, 
and later described him as having “a beautiful 
frame, but with the working machinery out of 
order.”” So he paid 1,300 guineas for Barcaldine, 
though about 10 years later he remembered the 
amount as 1,150 guineas. 

The following day he found Archer had been 
right about the horse’s action. So he started a 
course of physic, with a linseed mash every other 
night, and no exercise except easy walking. It 
was not until Christmas (1882) that Barcaldine 
began to show improvement, but in the spring he 
filled out into what Peck called “one of the most 
magnificent horses I ever saw.” 

Barcaldine made his first start for his new 
owner on May 4, 1883, as a 5-vear-old in the 
Westminster Cup (1!,;m.) at Kempton Park, 
under 143 pounds. Against him was the great 
Tristan (146), with Archer in the saddle. Bar- 
caldine was at 10 to 1, but Peck did not have a 
shilling on him, for it did not occur to him that 
there was a horse in training that could beat 
Tristan. But Barcaldine, not running hard, came 
home a length in front of the great son of Her- 
mit, with Wallenstein (136) third, Lucerne (3- 
y-o, 112) unplaced. 

On May 22 at Epsom he won the Epsom Stakes 
(114m.) under 130 pounds, beating Witchcraft 
(3-v-o, 91) three-fourths of a length, with Beauty 
(105) third, and two unplaced. Archer was his 
rider, and Barcaldine was 11 to 8 on. At Ascot 
on June 6 Archer rode him to a three-leneth vic- 
tory in the Orange Cup (3m.). He had 133 
pounds, won by three lengths from Faugh-a- 
Ballagh (126), with Alizon (3-y-o, 98) a bad 
third. And on June 27, with Archer up again. 
he picked up 136 pounds for the Northumberland 
Plate (2m.) and won by two lengths from Shrews- 
bury (119), Havock (97), Hagioscope (126), and 
six others. 

Here again is a disputed passage in Barcaldine’s 
history. Connolly wrote that before the North- 
umberland Plate, Mr. Peck, “anxious to get to 
the bottom of the horse,” tried him against Hack- 
ness, the Cambridgeshire winner of an earlier 
vear, giving her a 50-yard start and 56 pounds. 
He beat her in a canter. The day before the 
Northumberland Peck was suspicious of one of 
Barcaldine’s legs, but a fast gallop at two miles 
reassured him. However, to be doubly sure, 
Barcaldine stood with his leg “in a bucket of 
water all night. and up to within a very few 
minutes before it was time for him to go to the 
post.” The leg, Connolly concluded, went wrong 
shortly after the race. 

George Lambton relates it otherwise. Bar- 
caldine, he said, was very sore before the North- 
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umberland Plate, and “I believe it to be a fact 
that he did nothing but walking exercise, ang 
had his leg constantly in a bucket of ice between 
Ascot and Newcastle, and his only gallop was op 
the morning before the race.’ Archer had said 
he would beat the field before he reached the 
stretch, and nearly a mile from the finish he went 
to the front and galloped in easily. He pulled 
up sore, however, and was put by for the Cam. 
bridgeshire, for which he was assigned 140 pounds 

Then, Lambton goes on, Peck later wanted to 
try Barcaldine, and sent him against the Lincoln 
Handicap winner Fulmen and others. Barcaldine 
soon left the others and came home alone “except 
for Robert Peck, who was galloping alongside 
him on his hack, cheering him on with his hat in 
his hand, like a huntsman with his hounds.” Peck 
was naturally excited over the trial, swore that 
the Cambridgeshire was a certainty. But Bar- 
caldine never raced again. 

But Robert Peck, looking backward at Bar- 
caldine, wrote that Barcaldine was never tried 
while in his ownership. About eight days before 
the Northumberland Plate, he said. Barcaldine 
“gave way in the pan of the heel and was really 
broken down.” He had the leg kept in ice as 
much as possible, and walked the horse two hours 
each morning and afternoon. Peck said he was 
accused of misleading the public with reports of 
Barcaldine’s lameness, especially as Barcaldine 
won after all. The horse was very lame when 
he came back after the race, Peck said, and never 
stood training again.

Whichever of the three versions is taken, Bar- 
caldine, undefeated and unextended, had come to 
the end of his racing career. Connolly had said 
the horse, when he had him, was about 16.1, and 
had then ‘no semblance of vice or temper.”’ Lamb- 
ton, who placed his height at 17 hands, said he 
was “what some people call a very high-couraged 
horse, but what I call a bad tempered one, and I 
have noticed that when you have Barcaldine in 
a pedigree you often have temper.” 

As to his quality, despite the fact that he was 
tried very little against high-class horses, there 
was more uniform agreement. Fred Archer re- 
vised his opinion of the “lumbering brute,’’ and 
in 1884 (before *Ormonde), when he was asked 
about the best horse he had ridden, he said, “I 
have a notion that Barcaldine could do more with 
his horses than any horse I can remember.” 

Robert Peck said he was “one of the greatest 
horses we have ever known.” In his reminis- 
cences of the horse he wrote: “When you looked 
over his back and quarters he gave you the idea 
of carrying any amount of weight without diffi- 
culty. In my opinion, the only two horses that 
ever looked like him were Doncaster when he 
won the Ascot Cup and the Alexandra Plate at 
five years old [Robert Peck trained Doncaster] 
and Verneuil, when he won at Ascot. These two 
horses were, to use a vulgar phrase, as big 4s 
bullocks and as hard as nails, with a beautiful 
bloom on their coats, which shone like satin, 
worth going a thousand miles to see. No course 
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was too long for them, and no weight too heavy 
for them to carry.” Barcaldine was, like Don- 
caster, a big-boned horse; he was said to have 
measured 8%4 inches around the cannon. 

After it was evident that Barcaldine was hope- 
lessly broken down, he was sold to Lady Stam- 


ford. Colonel Barlow acted as agent, and accord- 
ing to the story, Lady Stamford thought he paid 
She was furious about the deal, and 


too much. 

it was a long time before she would endorse the 
purchase. But Barcaldine, at £8,000, was the 
best deal she ever made. 


He was retired to the Park Paddocks, at New- 
market, at a stud fee of 50 guineas, and was in 
charge of Fred Jeffrey, who later cared for 
Ladas at Mentmore. There he made nine sea- 
sons, and in January, 1893, at the age of 15, died 
of an abscess of the liver. In the United King- 
doms. he sired the winners of 305 races and 
£118,054. Included among them were Mimi (One 
Thousand Guineas, Oaks, Newmarket Stakes), 
Sir Visto (Derby and St. Leger), Morion (Royal 
Hunt Cup), The Rush (Liverpool Autumn, Ches- 
ter Cups), Prince Barcaldine (Lincolnshire Hand- 
icap), Wolf's Crag (Lincolnshire Handicap), 
Freemason, Bach (16 wins and £4,646), Brad- 
wardine, Barmecide, and others. 

One of the earlier importations of Barcaldine 
blood to America was in *Oddfellow, a very mod- 
erate winner (three wins in 19 starts) in Eng- 
land, and a sire of no great pretensions in the 
United States. He came over with a reputation 
for a vicious temper, grew more tractable in later 
years. Christopher (Kit) Chinn bought him from 
the man who had imported him, sent him to a 
small farm near Harrodsburg, Ky. He was later 
moved to Senator Camden’s Hartland Stud, where 
he ended his years. Not a prominent sire, his 
name still occasionally appears in modern pedi- 
grees. 

In England it was accepted as evidence that 
Barcaldine stock matured early, when 64 of his 
foals won as 2-year-olds. But since he had 249 liv- 
ing foals. he would hardly have been a sire of pre- 
cocious horses by American standards. He was 
a prolific sire, getting a total of 34 foals in 1889, 
37 in 1891, and 34 in 1892. He averaged more 
than 27 a season. 

Not his best from a racing standpoint, the 
Cambridgeshire winner Marco was his most suc- 
cessful son as far as future pedigrees were con- 
cerned, and the history of Marco will make up 
the next article in this series.

Saratoga 


BOUT all left to be decided at Saratoga is 

the identity of the leading 2-year-old at the 
meeting. By adding the Whitney Stakes to his 
victories in the Travers and Wilson Stakes, and 
Saratoga Handicap, Eight Thirty, a Pilate colt 
owned by George D. Widener, established himself 
as the leading performer at the meeting in the 
3-year-old division. What he left of honors for 
older horses perhaps should go to Sickle T., 
which won the Champlain and Merchants’ and 
Citizens’ Handicaps. Among the 3-year-old fil- 
lies War Plumage’s victory in the Alabama 
Stakes, in which she defeated the Test Stakes 
winner Redlin, put her at the top of her division, 
and among the juvenlie fillies Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s Now What seemed the standout, though

there could be some argument from connections 
of Teacher, winner of the Schuylerville, and of 
Rosetown, winner of the Adirondack Handicap. 

But among the 2-year-old colts there is no 
such clear pattern. Manhasset Stable’s Epatant 
took the Flash Stakes and the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes, but was beaten in the Sanford by Boy 
Angler, which he defeated in the Grand Union. 
Flight Command won the United States Hotel 
Stakes, but by the disqualification of Andy K., 
which finished first, and he was beaten by Bime- 
lech in the Saratoga Special. Roman Flag, 
which also held a decision over Flight Command, 
won the Saratoga Sales Stakes. Even the Hope- 
ful Stakes, on September 2, will not settle the 
question wholly, for though Bimelech, Boy Ang- 
ler, Andy K., Now What, and Flight Command 
are eligible, Epatant and Roman Flag are not. 
But at least the Hopeful will crown the leader as 
far as the Saratoga meeting is concerned, and 
the winner, if it comes from those named, will be 
the leading money winning 2-year-old to that 
date. 

Also remaining on the Saratoga stakes pro- 
gram are the Albany Handicap (2-year-olds, 
August 29), the Diana Handicap (3-year-olds 
and up, fillies and mares, August 30), the Huron 
Handicap (3-year-olds, September 1), and the 
Saratoga Cup (3-year-olds and up, September 
2). 


Jay Jay Wins Catskill 


Howard Bruce's 6-year-old Jay Jay, possibly 
pitched a little too high in his earlier stakes tests 
this year, found a moderate field opposing him 
for the thirty-seventh running of the Catskill 
Handicap ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six 
furlongs) at Saratoga August 21 and was made 
an odds-on favorite, closing at 4 to 5. He gave 
his backers plenty to worry about by propping 
after the start and losing many lengths. The 
pace was made first by B. F. Whitaker’s Throttle 
Wide (3-y-o, 106), and after a quarter-mile by 
Maemere Farm’s Maetall (109). M. Berg moved 
the favorite steadily forward in the field, but at 
the end of the first half-mile he was still about 
nine lengths behind Maetall. Throttle Wide was 
two lengths back of the pace, with Early Delivery 
(108) at his heels. Coming down the stretch 
Jay Jay overhauled the leaders rapidly, and near 
the end he caught the tiring Maetall to win by a 
neck. Throttle Wide, third, was three lengths 
back and six lengths ahead of Woodland Farm’s 
Opera Hat (110). Early Delivery finished last. 
Time, :23, :47, 1:1215, track muddy. Stakes 
division, $2,675, $500, $250, $100.

Jay Jay, bred by Howard Bruce, whose Mary- 
land farm is known as Belmont, won the Harford 
and Capital Handicaps at three, the Fleetwing 
and American Legion Handicaps at four. Last 


year at five he was placed in four stakes races 
but failed to win any of his five starts. 
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seasons he has started 32 times, won 11 races, 
finished five times second, five times third, and 
has earned $29,635. Dry Girl, dam of Jay Jay, 
won at two and was retired to the stud at three. 
She has had only one other foal, the *Royal 
Canopy filly Parched, which raced twice unplaced 
attwo. *Barley Water won at two and also pro- 
duced the winners Sir Barley (15 wins) and 
Water Port and the producer Bar le Duc (dam of 
Xerseise, Paradise Maid, and Flying Centaur). 
*Wheat-ear won the Houghton Handicap and 
Rothchild Plate in England and produced five 
winners, including Spanish Maize (Hamilton 
Derby) and Wheatstick (Ojibway Stakes), and 
the producers Buckwheat (dam of the good stakes 
winner Kincsen), *Harvest Moon II, and *La 
Recolte. 


Fifth Straight for Eight Thirty 


After the Travers it was decided that George 
D. Widener’s Eight Thirty, winner of three 
straight stakes at Saratoga, would be benefited 
by a rest, but the twelfth running of the Whit- 
ney Stakes ($3,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
114 miles) on August 23 seemed so easy a race 
for him that he was sent after it. The race was 
under weight-for-age conditions, with Eight 
Thirty having 117 pounds, W. V. McGrath's 
*Shangay Lily (121) and Brookmeade Stable’s 
Handcuff (121) furnishing his only opposition. 
Many bookmakers at the track laid their slates 
down; a few others would lay 1 to 15 against the 
Pilate colt. 

Handcuff, usually a bad post actor, left with 
her field for the first time in several starts, held 
a slight margin over the favorite. Jack West- 
rope nursed her around the first turn, into the 
back stretch, with Harry Richards waiting with 
Eight Thirty a half-length back. Midway down 
the back stretch he drew even, but Westrope 
sent Handcuff along a little faster, took a half- 
length lead again, and there were a few wild 
speculations that the filly might either beat him 
or exhaust him for the trailing *Shangay Lily, 
which by now had crept closer to the leaders. 
But on the turn Westrope had to begin whipping 
to keep Handcuff in the battle, while Eight 
Thirty, still under a hand ride, was going easily. 
In the stretch the Brookmeade filly was through 
and Eight Thirty drew away from her, while 
*Shangay Lily came up fast. Near the finish 
Richards saw the danger, roused Eight Thirty 
sharply, and the colt won by a length. *Shangay 
Lily was an easy second, three lengths in front 
of Handcuff. Time, :2445, :4915, 1:1435, 1:40, 
2:061;, track fast.

Beverwyck Steeplechase Handicap 


The steeplechasing situation at Saratoga has 
been rather desperate this year. Through the 
first three weeks of the meeting there were 37 
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starters over jumps, and 17 of these broke down, 
pulled up lame, or went wrong in some manner. 
There have been complaints about the course 
itself, and a plan is being considered to plow it 
up, eliminate steeplechasing entirely next year, 
and have a new course ready for jumping in 1941. 

The Beverwyck Steeplechase Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, about two miles) on 
August 26 had five starters, of which two went 
lame. Constructor (133), which was coupled 
with *“Rioter (154) to form the favored Thomas 
Hitchcock entry, led the first time around, but 
was then eased back and faltered. Mrs. Gwladys 
Whitney's Rhadamanthus (135) then went into 
what seemed a safe lead, but Mahlon Kline’s 
outsider, Whaddon Chase (13112), caught him at 
the last jump, held on through a long drive to 
beat him a neck. *Rioter, weakly handled, was 12 
lengths away in third place, 60 lengths in front 
of *Constructer, which pulled up lame. Hom- 
burg (187), the only other starter, went lame 
during the race and was pulled up. Time, 4:19%5, 
track fast. Stakes division, $2,025, $500, $250, 
$100. 
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Hotel Stakes ($1,500 added, 2-year-olds, six fur- 
longs) at Saratoga on August 26. But better 
than either of these bettors liked J. H. Louch- 
heim’s Smart Bet (116), an Economic colt which 
had been unplaced but once in six previous starts, 
and he was made favorite at 2 to 1. 

Smart Bet ran in front for practically six fur- 
longs. But just at the end of the distance Eddie 
Arcaro came hard with Epatant (119), which had 
been third into the stretch, caught the leader in 
the closing yards, and was drawing away at the 
end, though the margin of victory was only a 
neck. William Ziegler, Jr.’s In Charge (113), by 
Mate, closed with a great rush, coming from last 
place to third in the last quarter-mile, finished 
a half-length behind Smart Bet. Your Chance 
(116), a Chance Shot colt owned by Mrs. G. D. 
Widener, was fourth, a head in front of the pre- 
viously unbeaten Boy Angler (119), which had 
trouble getting through after racing on the in- 
side. In order followed Third Covey (116), Para- 
sang (116), and Star Chance (117). Time, :2245,

Those who thought that Eight Thirty’s Whit- 
ney Stakes was none too convincing a perform- 
ance were confirmed in the opinion by the run- 
ning of the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap 
($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 3-16 miles) 
on August 26. The two horses which opposed 
Eight Thirty, *Shangay Lily (106) and Handcuff 
(106) were out again, and though each dropped 
15 pounds, they were never really in the race, 
which was run somewhat faster, over a slower 
track. 

The event was chiefiy a two-horse race. Mrs. 
Parker Corning’s Thanksgiving (117), the second 
choice, was fastest away, with Mrs. B. F. 
Whitaker's Sickle T. (114), the favorite, in sec- 
ond place. Thanksgiving drew out to lead by 
three lengths on the back stretch, but Ronnie 
Nash waited with the *Sickle gelding and turning 
into the stretch Thanksgiving began coming back 
to him.

Narragansett Park 


HE first two weeks of the current 30-day 

meeting at Narragansett Park have indicated 
substantial increase in public support. During 
the first week the pari-mutuel turnover averaged 
$347,897 daily, as against $313,797 during the 
same period last year. The second week, which 
ended August 26, averaged $376,485 daily, as 
against $369,072 daily during the second week in 
the 1938 summer meeting. For the first 12 days 
the turnover averaged $362,191, as against $341,- 
434 last year. Rockingham Park, which closed 
just before Narragansett Park opened, also en- 
joyed a considerable increase in betting. Only 
Suffolk Downs, of the New England tracks, suf- 
fered a slight drop, which may be partly ac- 
counted for by the fact that dog racing in Mas- 
sachusetts offers serious competition (the Won- 
derland Park track, running 69 days from June 1 
through August 19, averaged $167,799 nightly). 

On August 26, the James C. Thornton Memo- 
rial handicap drew Porter's Mite, Challedon, and 
four other starters. Porter’s Mite, like El Chico 
and Eight Thirty, did not do well at the beginning 
of the regular season, and like them was eased 
in his training, rested, and started over, and is 
now beginning to show the fruits of this hand- 
ling. He ran an excellent race to win from 
Challedon, aided by a 12-pound weight concession 
from the Preakness and Classic winner. Two 
allowance races were also included on the card. 
Howard Wells. who on opening day saddled Wal- 
mac Farm’s Olney to upset El Chico, won the 
2-year-old event with his own Mi Jock, a Jock 
gelding bred by Jock’s owner, Dr. F. F. Bryan, 
of Georgetown, Ky. A sprint for 3-year-olds 
and up went to W. F. Mannagh’s Liberty Flight, 
a Liberty gelding bred in Texas by Three D's 
Stock Farm. 

Outstanding event of the Narragansett Park 
meeting is the Narragansett Special, to be run 
for $25,000 on September 2. The starting field 
is uncertain, but there is a strong possibility that 
Challedon and *Kayak II may meet in it. 


*Olimpo Wins by Disqualification 


Walmac Farm's (R. W. MclIlvain’s) Olney was 
the only 3-year-old in the field of 12 which went 
to the post for the sixth running of the King 
Philip Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1 1-16 miles) at Narragansett Park August 
23. Handicapped at 110 pounds, he gave weight 
by scale to all the older horses in the race. Belair 
Stud’s *Isolater (116) was actual topweight, and 
he was receiving two pounds by the scale from 
Olney. *Isolater was made favorite at 19 to 10. 
He got away slowly, was completely outrun for 
the first six furlongs, at the end of which he was 
still in last place, and though he passed three 
horses in the stretch he had nothing to do with 
the finish. I. J. Collins’ Bernard F. (110) went 
out to set the pace, closely followed by R. A. 
Moore’s Clodion (110). Just behind them War- 
ren Yarberry was keeping Olney in reserve, and 
after a half-mile he let the good son of Burgoo 
King go to the front. Olney turned into the 
stretch leading Clodion and Bernard F. by a 
length and a half. At this point *Olimpo (112), 
which had been moving forward gradually on the 
inside under the guidance of the Chilean jockey 
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Ruperto Donoso, was well lapped on Clodion and 
Bernard F., and in a short distance he had drawn 
clear of the early pacemakers. At the eighth- 
pole Olney had an apparently safe lead of two 
lengths, with *Olimpo nearly that far ahead of 
Clodion, Bernard F., and Wesley Sears Farm's 
Xavier (106), which was closing fast after a slow 
beginning. In the last sixteenth Olney slowed up 
and began bearing in (possibly with Yarberry’s 
permission) toward the rail, forcing Donoso to 
take back sharply with *Olimpo. The Argentine 
horse finished second, beaten half a length, but 
with his rider standing up in the stirrups to keep 
from being put into the fence. Xavier finished 
third, two lengths back, and a length and a half 
ahead of Mrs. H. Barnett’s Harp Weaver (105), 
which got the best of a close finish for fourth. 
The others, in order of finish, were Clodion, 
Aethelwold (103), Wise Barrister (107), Bernard 
F., *Isolater, Hypocrite (112), *Ligaroti (115), 
and Clingendaal (106). 

After the race Donoso registered a claim of 
foul against Olney, and the claim was allowed, 
making *Olimpo first, Xavier second, Harp 
Weaver third, Clodion fourth. *Olimpo was 
coupled in the betting with his stablemate *Lig- 
aroti, paying $13.90 for $2. Time, :23%5, :4735, 
1:12, 1:3745, 1:4435, track fast. Stakes division, 
$5,150, $1,000, $500, $250.

*Olimpo was foaled July 22, 1933, at the Haras 
Volador of Arturo Alvarado in Argentina, raced in 
his native country for two seasons with good suc- 
cess, was imported to the United States last year 
by the Binglin Stable of Bing Crosby and Lin C. 
Howard, and is trained by young Mr. Howard, 
son of Charles S. Howard. In Argentina he raced 
well in good company, though he beat no first- 
rank horses. In his two seasons there he started 
21 times, won six races, was 11 times second, 
three times third, and earned 35,150 pesos. The 
greatest distance at which he won was 1,600 
meters (slightly less than a mile), though in his 
last start of 1937 he gave 1615 pounds to Hi-Jack, 
which beat him for the valuable Premio Old Man 
over a distance of 2,000 meters (about 114 miles). 
In the United States *Olimpo failed to win any 
of his three starts last year, but was once second. 
This season he has won five of his 16 races, fin- 
ished once second, twice third. His earnings in 
North America are $12,200. The King Philip 
Handicap was the most important victory of his 
career in either hemisphere. 

Ona, dam of *Olimpo, placed but did not win. 
‘She is dam of the winners Ojal, a brother to 
*Olimpo, and Orador. Falerna also produced the 
winners Fernan Flor, Pechazo, Falernita, Falaise, 
Fausto (brother to Ona), and Falcon. Four of 


her foals died as sucklings. The third dam, Flit- 
away, foaled in 1905, was a stakes winner in 
England and was sent to Argentina in 1910. 
Among her foals there were the “classic” win- 
ners Fairy Land and Floralina and the winner 
Flor de Lis.

Porter's Mite Beats Challedon 


What little clarity the 3-year-old situation had 
was broken at Narragansett Park August 26, 
when W. L. Brann’s Challedon (128), ranked first 
or second, depending on opinion, went under to 
W. E. Boeing’s Porter’s Mite (116), considered 
until this month to be no more than a sprinter, 
Challedon was odds-on, at about 1 to 2; Porter's 
Mite was third choice at 5!» to 1. 

Friedberg and Axton’s outsider Montsin (104) 
set a fast early pace considering the heavy go- 
ing, with Thellusson (114) second for a quarter- 
mile. Then Scarlet Raider (108) moved up to 
second place, while Porter’s Mite and Challedon 
were trailing the field. In a sharp thrust as 
they rounded the far turn, Porter’s Mite ran 
rapidly to the front, with Challedon moving also, 
but less rapidly.

Last year, after a long and bitter battle to get 
racing dates, Gulfstream Park got them, then 
couldn’t use them, closing after four days of 
racing. But operators of the track have asked 
for dates for a 1940 meeting, in conflict with 
those at Hialeah Park, from January 16 through 
March 23. 

The Maryland Jockey Club (Pimlico) &- 
nounced recently that 319 of the current 2-year- 
olds are eligible for the fiftieth running of the 
Preakness in 1940. Two additional payments 
must be made to retain eligibility, and there is 
also a starting fee to be met. Additional entries 
may be made until next April, by payment of 
$1,500. 

The recent meeting at Rockingham Park, clos- 
ing August 12, enjoyed a total pari-mutuel turn- 
over of $5,013,762, for a daily average of $278, 
542. This represents a 12.7 per cent increase 
over the 1938 summer meeting, when the daily 
average was $247,134. It represents a slight in- 
crease also over the best pari-mutuel average 
the track had ever had, $276,666 for the spring 
meeting of 1935. 

Two days of racing will be conducted this fall 
by the Rolling Rock Hunt Racing Association, at 
Ligonier, Pa., the profits of the meeting going to 
a Pittsburgh institution for crippled children. The 
first day of racing will be on October 11, with the 
Western Pennsylvania Hunts Cup (312 miles over 
timber) and the Rolling Rock Hunt Cup (21. miles 
over brush), each with a $1,000 purse, as the fea- 
tures. The second day, October 14, will be fea- 
tured by the $1,000 International Gold Cup (3 
miles over brush). Two flat races at one mile 
and one at 115 miles will be included during the 
meeting, and a total of 11 races are scheduled for 
the two days.

Saratoga, and on another evening there were 18 
yearlings included with the dispersal of the San- 
ford Stud Farm stock. The total number of 
yearlings sold was 643 (there were no resales), 
an increase of 15 per cent over the number of 
lots (including two resales) in the 1938 auctions 
at Saratoga. The total money paid for the year- 
lings was $1,350,475, an increase of only 3.4 per 
cent over the money paid last year. 

The number of yearlings sold was the largest 
since 1930, the second largest in the history of 
the Saratoga sales. The average, $2,100, was the 
lowest since 1935; the rate of decline in the aver- 
age, 10.1 per cent below 1938, was the sharpest 
since 1931. 

Possibly the decline in the market was prin- 
cipally owing to the fact that a larger percentage 
of the yearling crop was offered at Saratoga than 
last year. If this was the case, the fact will be 
revealed when the fall sales in Kentucky and 
Maryland have been concluded and the results 
added to those at Saratoga.

Last year the average for fillies sold at Sara- 
toga rose 13.2 per cent above the 1937 figure, 
while colts declined 4.6 per cent. This year the 
average for both sexes declined, but again it was 
the fillies which held up the better. Fillies sold 
at an average 6.6 per cent below the 1938 figure 
while the drop in the average for colts was 13.7 
per cent. 

Forty per cent of the yearlings sold this year 
were fillies, as against 44 per cent in 1938. If 
the proportion of colts and fillies had been the 
same as last year, and the averages the same as 
this year, the over-all average for 1939 would 
have been about $2,064.

OR the fifth year in succession the leading 

buyer of Saratoga yearlings is the Milky 
Way Farm of Mrs. Ethel V. Mars. This year 
she spent $59,000 for 12 yearlings; this is ex- 
actly the amount paid by the British Bloodstock 
Agency for 14 head, but since more than one 
client was represented by the B. B. A., Mrs. Mars 
still ranks as the Fasig-Tipton Company’s best 
Saratoga customer. 

William E. Boeing, however, came within $100 
of spending as much as Mrs. Mars. The airplane 
manufacturer who won last year’s Futurity with 
Porter’s Mite got 18 head for $58,900. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Graham Lewis (Elizabeth Arden) got 
eight head for $58,650; her average of $7,331 on 
these lots was higher than that of any other 
leading buyer. Mrs. Lewis actually spent more 
money for Saratoga yearlings than any other 
buyer, though the fact does not appear in the 
official summaries. On the opening evening of 
sales the colt by *Challenger II out of Minnant 
was knocked down for $6,000 to Samuel D. Rid- 
dle, who later resold the youngster to Mrs. Lewis.

Distribution in Price Groups 


HE top price at Saratoga this year was $20,- 

000, a figure reached by two colts. This was 
lower than the top of the sales in 1938 ($22,000) 
or in 1937 ($26,000). But there was one more 
yearling to reach $10,000 than was the case last 
year. 

Forty-three per cent of the yearlings sold this 
season brought less than $1,000, which is a fair 
approximation of the minimum cost of producing 
a well bred yearling and presenting it for sale 
at Saratoga. And despite the fact that there 
were 64 more lots offered than last year, there 
were only four more which brought as much as 
$2,000. The distribution in price groups for Sara- 
toga yearlings for the last six years:

The demand for good fillies is shown by the 
fact that while there was an increase of only one 
in the number of colts which reached $10,000, 
the number of fillies which brought as much as 
$5,000 increased to 21, as compared with 13 in 
1938 and nine in 1937. The top price for a filly 
last year was $16,000, as against $12,400 for 
1939. But fillies which did not seem to be 
especially good breeding prospects were not sell- 
ing well. Of the 258 fillies sold, 148, or 57 per 
cent, brought less than $1,000, as against 44 per 
cent in this category last year.

Notes on the Sales 


Before the Sanford Stud stallions were sold, it 
was announced that, with the exception of Su- 


premus, they were virtually untried sires. *Blue 
Pete, which Pinebrook Farm later bought for 
$350, had had only 33 foals in nine years. Star- 


patic had had 10 foals in four crops, and Moka- 
tam’s production was the same. In two seasons 
*Tourist II had but four foals, and in the same 
period *Royal Falcon had but three. Reason for 
the small crops was that the number of mares 
at the Sanford Stud had never exceeded 40, while 
there had never been less than six stallions. 


Glen Whilly, 4-year-old mare by *Snob II, lost 
her bay colt by *Royal Falcon after the cata- 
logues were published. W. S. Farish bought the 
mare for $550. 

*Balmacara, 19-year-old mare which Gordon 
Taylor bought from the Sanford dispersal for 
$700, was announced to have a speck in one eye. 

The Ladysman—Speculum colt which Dan 
O'Sullivan sold to Mrs. C. S. Bromley for $2,050, 
was not weaned until March 15 of this year. 

In the middle of the second week, someone 
asked Trainer Earle Sande how many yearlings 
he had purchased. Sande said he had bought 
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none, that every time he tried to buy one he ran 
into either milk chocolate or cold cream. But on 
the last Friday night, when Mrs. E. G. Lewis did 
not attend, and Mrs. Mars left the sale early, 
Trainer Sande bought two colts from Charles 
A. Asbury’s consignment for the account of Max- 
well Howard. 

Of the numerous stallions whose offspring 
reached Saratoga for the first time this year, 
horsemen observed that Chance Sun and Bold 
Venture, particularly, were breeding well, in that 
they were getting individuals with a good deal 
of similarity. But the heaviest success among 
the new sires was Balladier, one of whose colts 
sold for $10,600, the highest mark of the sale for 
a yearling by an untried sire. 

Last year Anthony Pelleteri looked at a Jack 
High colt in the consignment of John H. Morris, 
asked that veteran breeder “what kind of horse 
he was.” “There he is,” said Mr. Morris. “Look 
at him.” Mr. Pelleteri looked, liked, and bought. 
It was Andy K. 

The colt by *Bull Dog out of Tyche which was 
to have been sold by H. H. Temple in the sale of 
August 16 was withdrawn because Mr. Temple 
was prevented by business from attending the 
auctions and did not wish to send the colt unless 
he could be present at Saratoga. The youngster, 
an outstanding individual, will be consigned to 
the Lexington Fall Sales, Mr. Temple says. 


Supremus 


When Supremus was sold by Hal Price Head- 
ley at the Lexington Fall Sales of 1936 the San- 
ford Stud Farm bought him for $6,100. When 
the Sanford Stud Farm sold him last week he 
brought $6,000, though his reputation today 
stands no higher than it did three years ago. 

The 17-year-old son of Ultimus and the good 
race mare and producer *Mandy Hamilton was 
knocked down to Lucas B. Combs, owner of 
Runner’s Rest near Lexington. Mr. Combs was 
doing the bidding for a syndicate composed of 
himself, his nephew Leslie Combs II, C. Kendall 
McDowell, and Warner L. Jones, Jr. The four 
partners share equally in the ownership of the 
horse. 

Supremus arrived in Lexington Friday morn- 
ing, was met at the train by Alice Headley, 
daughter of his former owner and the most en- 
thusiastic horse-lover in the Headley family. 
Alice greeted Supremus like a long-absent friend, 
gave him a sure-enough kiss. The horse was 
taken to Leslie Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm, 
where he is to stand. He was in excellent con- 
dition. Most of the available seasons will be 
taken by the members of the syndicate. 

To the end of 1938 Supremus had got 139 
winners of 936 races and $917,241, and 65 per 
cent of his foals were winners. Among his best 
get are Alcibiades (also dam of Menow), Tar- 
paulin, Alyssum, Modest Queen, Liqueur, Tech- 
nique, Dynastic, Thomasville, Leading Article, 
Fort Springs, Preeminent, The Queen, Oddesa 
Helen, Joji T., Drift Along, and Supreme Sir. 


H. D. Shepard Dispersal 


After more than 50 years in the horse business, 
Harry D. Shepard, of Columbus, owner of River- 
by Stock Farm, will disperse his holdings at a 
sale at the Ohio State Fair Grounds, Columbus, 
Monday night, September 11. There are 22 
horses in the Shepard offerings, including eight 
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broodmares, four foals of 1939, and two year. 
lings. The remainder are horses in training, 
three of them 2-year-olds, of which one, O, K 
Mullen, has won. 

Included in the sale is Worpoise, 3-vear-olq 
daughter of Equipoise—*Worshiper, by Black 
Jester, which Mr. Shepard purchased out of a 
Whitney consignment to the Lexington Fai! Sales 
of 1937. Worpoise has won three races this year, 

The foals of 1939 and one of the yearlings are 
by Pomponius, a son of Pompey which was a 
running mate to Ladysman. They are reported 
to be excellent individuals. The other yearling 
is by Lincoln Plaut, a distance-running son of 
Flittergold. 


STUD NEWS 


Pompoon Retires 


N August 25 it was announced that Pompoon, 

which vies with Ladysman for the honor of 
being the best son of Pompey yet to race, will 
be retired from the Turf, and that next year he 
will stand at Three Cousins Farm, in the Long 
Green Valley, near Hyde, Md., an establishment 
which Pompoon’s owner, J. H. Louchheim, owns 
in partnership with Harry Louchheim and H. §, 
Horkheimer. 


As a 2-year-old Pompoon was the leader of his 
year, winning the Futurity, National Stallion, 
and Junior Champion Stakes. At three he won 
the Paumonok Handicap, and at four he took the 
San Carlos and Dixie Handicaps. This season 
he has not won, but has earned $12,000 by get- 
ting three seconds from five starts, including the 
Massachusetts Handicap and Wilson Stakes. Al- 
together he was started 25 times, won 10 races, 
finished second seven times, third once, and 
earned $153,060. 

But Pompoon’s principal reputation, peculiarly, 
does not rest on his winnings, but on two of his 
defeats. His best and most courageous perform- 
ances were his seconds to War Admiral in the 
Kentucky Derby and Preakness of 1937, his bitter 
duel with Snark for the 1938 Suburban Handicap. 
Pompoon, foaled in 1934, is out of Oonagh, by 
Friar Rock, second dam Ohone, by *Polymelian. 
He was bred by W. R. Coe, was sold as a Sara- 
toga yearling to Mr. Louchheim for $2,000.

ISPERSAL of the breeding stock and year- 
lings of the Sanford Stud made up the entire 
sale on Wednesday night, and with this dispersal 
came the last of the yearlings to be sold. There 
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were 18 of them, and they brought a total of 
$17,050, an average of $947. The highest price 
of the yearling sale was $3,000, which F. J. 
Buchanan paid for a filly by Mokatam. 
Thirty-one broodmares, most of them with foals 
at their side, brought the surprisingly high total 
of $46,450, average $1,498. Brookmeade Stable 
bought the most expensive mare, the 10-year-old 
Polonaise, a Pompey mare with a suckling colt 
by *Tourist II, and in foal to Supremus. Most 
persistent bidder on the mares was J. S. Phipps, 
who bought five of them, and was runner-up on 
several of the higher-priced ones, including Polon- 
aise, and Bunkum, which Westmoreland Davis 
got for $4,000. 


The six stallions were sold last. There had 
been a good deal of interest in some of them be- 
fore the sale, and estimates of their probable 
price turned out to be low. The 17-year-old 
Supremus, totally blind in one eye, but otherwise 
carrying his age well, went to Lucas B. Combs 
for $6,000 after a spirited contest in which there 
seemed to be a dozen or so bidders. 

*Tourist II, a big, rangy, but rather smooth 
son of Son-in-Law, brought the next highest 
price, when Preston Burch paid $4,000 for him. 
The other stallions brought relatively low prices, 
and the six totaled $11,950, $10,000 of which was 
accounted for by Supremus and *Tourist II. 
Starpatic, which was announced as “slightly af- 
fected in the wind,’ was the cheapest, at $150.

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REMOUNT'S RESEARCH CENTER 


N THE BLOOD-HORSE of August 19 was an 

editerial which mentioned very briefly a few 
of the research projects now under way at dif- 
ferent institutions throughout the United States. 
Col. Thomas J. Johnson, former chief of the Re- 
mount Service, and temporarily in charge of the 
Lexington Remcunt headquarters until Major 
Frank Carr officially takes over the office early 
in September, calls attention to a new research 
laboratory which should have an important part 
in the widespread investigation of diseases of the 
horse. 

The Army Veterinary Corps, headed by Col. 
Ray Kelser, distinguished as an investigator of 
equine disease problems, has constructed at the 
Quartermaster Remount Depot, Front Royal, 
Va., a splendid veterinary research laboratory. 
Installation of the equipment was completed in 
June, and Capt. Thomas C. Jones of the Army 
Veterinary Corps has been detailed to take 
charge. 

The building provides a large main bacterio- 
logical, pathological, and serological laboratory; 
a tissue-culture room with built-in inoculating 
cubicles; a room for the preparation of various 
types of culture media, standard solutions and 
reagents, sterilization and glassware prepara- 
tion; store rooms, office, etc. Supplementing the 
main laboratory building are a house for experi- 
mental laboratory animals such as_ rabbits, 


; wanted, a good one, to live on Eastern 
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guinea pigs, ferrets, white rats, and mice, and a 
veterinary hospital ward to house horses af. 
fected with disease under study. The laboratory 
is well provided with the modern equipment 
necessary for the highest type of bacteriological, 
pathological, and immunological studies. It js 
also equipped to carry out such work in physio- 
logical chemistry as may be required in connec- 
tion with the research studies contemplated. 

The Front Royal laboratory will devote its 
time to the study of equine influenza, strangles, 
and associated conditions, periodic ophthalmia, 
nutritional and deficiency conditions, breeding 
preblems, etc. During the World War equine 
influenza proved a very serious scourge among 
Army horses and mules. Although over 20 years 
have elapsed since the World War, if it again be- 
came necessary to assemble large numbers of 
horses and mules at Army concentration centers 
the Army Veterinary Corps probably would have 
the same experience with equine influenza and 
“shipping fevers."’ It is hoped that the investi- 
gations to be carried out at Front Royal will de- 
velop information and means which will be of 
value in the control of these diseases. 

The incidence of periodic ophthalmia in the 
Army is net such as to make this an especially 
serious disease in the military establishment, but 
it occurs with sufficient frequency to justify the 
studies which are contemplated. 

Nutriticnal and deficiency conditions in the 
equine species, Colonel Kelser thinks, are far 
more important than the casual observer might 
believe. Work in this field offers a chance for 
the development of important new information. 

The location of the research laboratory at the 
Front Royal Remount Depot places it in rela- 
tively close proximity to the great Army Medical 
Center in Washington, the Army Medical Mu- 
seum and surgeon general's library in the same 
city, the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, etc. At all of these places the fullest co- 
operation can be counted upon in the promotion 
of the work of the laboratory at Front Royal. 
The Remount Service of the quartermaster gen- 
eral’s office is, naturally, very greatly interested 
in the research unit at Front Royal and is giving 
all the support and aid possible to further its 
program. 

The accomplishments of the laboratory at 
Front Royal will not only be of value to the 
Army but should prove important to the horse 
industry generally. Further, because of the 
analogy between human influenza and that of the 
Jower species, the studies made of the animal 
disease may prove valuable in the study of the

Champions for the St. Leger 


ONDON, August 21 (By Air Mail).—-Nothing 

that we saw in the Hyperion Stakes at Hurst 
Park last week, or that we are likely to see at 
York this week, has any particular bearing on 
the Doncaster St. Leger situation. On every- 
thing that we have in the book, the last of the 
season's classics is between two, possibly three, 
colts of exceptional merit. It has often been the 
case, and particularly in post-war years, that we 
have gone to Doncaster with a betting proposi- 
tion in the Leger and have been sadly dis- 
illusioned. Buchan, Craig an Eran, Cameronian, 
Rhodes Scholar, Mid-day Sun—they are to be 
numbered among the fallen on the Town Moor. 
But we are entitled to think, in all seriousness, 
that we have a champion of another sort in Blue 
Peter, which is not only unbeaten in his four 
races this season but has never looked like being 
beaten. 

At the Epsom Spring meeting in April over a 
little more than a mile, he won the Blue Riband 
Trial Stakes in a hack canter. A week later he 
took the Two Thousand Guineas with ease, after 
as good a display as could have been desired. 
His battling qualities were not really called into 
play over the mile and a half of the Derby course 
at the end of May, for he fairly toyed with his 
field over the last three furlongs and won with- 
out apparent effort by lengths from Fox Cub and 
Heliopolis, In the Eclipse Stakes, 10 furlongs, 
at Sandown last month he had to fight off late 
challengers, much as he had done in the Guineas, 
and again he answered the calls of his rider and 
won as only a good horse could have done. It is 
nothing against Blue Peter that he is a lazy sort 
of colt—such has been a characteristic of many 
great horses. It is certainly not the case that he 
is unwilling, but merely that he must have an in- 
centive. His jockey, young Eph Smith, knows his 
every humor, and handles the colt as well as one 
could desire. With his Eclipse win, Blue Peter 
brought his total of stakes winnings for the sea- 
son to £31,964. If he wins the St. Leger, the 
total will be a record for any horse to win in one 
season on the English Turf. That he will achieve 
the distinction of securing the “Triple Crown” 
is the firm belief of all connected with the son of 
Fairway, and the conviction has been strength- 
ened with every strong gallop he has had in a 
most thorough preparation. For galloping com- 
panions in long-distance work he has had Flyon, 
winner of the Ascot Gold Cup, and Challenge, 
second in last year’s St. Leger, and it is no se- 
cret that in all his work over a mile and six fur- 
longs, Blue Peter has finished a deal more strong- 
ly than his stablemates. It may be urged that 
the trial tackle is not top-class, and we may still 
have some lingering doubts about a grandson of 
Phalaris, on the sire’s side, and of *Stefan the 
Great, son of The Tetrarch, on the dam’s side, 
Staying the St. Leger trip. These are query 
marks that I am not attempting to erase, but 
we have to set against them the sterling accom- 


plishments of the race course that I have briefly 
enumerated—-victories that have been achieved 
against rivals that I deem to be of more than 
average merit. And, since I have perforce over- 
come the prejudice that I had against his light 
chestnut color, it has to be said that from every 
point, Blue Peter looks a good horse. 


France's Challenger 


UT not even the most ardent of the admirers 

of Lord Rosebery’s champion can regard the 
St. Leger as a one-horse affair. From France 
comes a challenger worthy of the steel of an *Or- 
monde, to use the expression of a Paris colleague 
upon whose judgment I place reliance. This in- 
vader is Marcel Boussac’s colt Pharis II, a son of 
the defunct Pharos, own brother to Blue Peter's 
sire, Fairway. Like Blue Peter, Pharis II is un- 
beaten in his native land this season and he has 
won the French Derby and the Grand Prix de 
Paris in handsome style. The Grand Prix is run 
over a furlong further distance than the St. Leger, 
so there can be no question about Pharis II stay- 
ing the distance at Doncaster. Mr. Boussac has 
owned many notable horses of classic standard, 
and he is convinced that Pharis II is the best to 
carry his colors. This is not the fond imagining 
of an optimistic owner, for it is confirmed by so 
good a judge as the colt’s jockey, Charles Elliott, 
who has ridden more big race winners in England 
and France than any rider holding a license at 
the present time. Elliott, whose tendency is to 
be conservative, has told me that he thinks 
Pharis II is the best 3-year-old he has ever 
thrown a leg across. 

The colt has not been seen in public since 
his Grand Prix win at the end of June, since 
which time he has been trained with the St. 
Leger as his objective. I have had frequent re- 
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ports from Chantilly, and all have been to the 
effect that he could not be doing better. I have 
written of Blue Peter as a lazy horse, but from 
all accounts Pharis II takes the palm for im- 
perturbability. Nothing upsets him, and accord- 
ing to my correspondent, he is as indifferent as 
an old cow to all that goes on around him in the 
preliminaries to a race. He travels without turn- 
ing a hair, and it is not expected that the long 
journey to Doncaster will have any detrimental 
effect. “All he wants to do is to eat and lie 
down in his box—he spends more time lying 
down than any horse I know. He requires a 
good deal of work, but always he can produce 
that brilliant turn of foot at the end of long 
gallops that pulverized the opposition in the last 
turlong of the Grand Prix.’”’ Such is the report 
that I have of Pharis II at Chantilly. It is the 
final burst of speed that denotes greatness in a 
race horse, and we know that Blue Peter pos- 
sesses it. Whether he has stamina and pace in 
greater measure than Pharis II we shall not 
know until the Doncaster class. If they are the 
true champions that we believe them to be, we 
shall see them draw away from the rest of the 
field two furlongs from home, and have a battle 
royal to the judge. From the saddles, the French 
colt will be getting a little greater assistance 
than his rival. May the race be a fair one, and 
may the better colt win. 


Heliopolis and Galatea I/ 


S I wrote earlier on, we have seen some pre- 

sumed certainties bowled over in the Leger, 
and we must be prepared for one of our idols 
toppling next month. Clearly, one must be de- 
feated, but we hope it will be defeat with honor. 
What I cannot visualize is that both champions 
will fail, and that the classic will be won by any 
other than Blue Peter or Pharis II. If this should 
happen, then Lord Derby’s Heliopolis, a son of 
the all-conquering Hyperion, is generally regarded 
as the one most likely to do the trick. Since 
finishing third in the Derby, Heliopolis has put 
up some exceptionally good performances, and 
has been written up as the most improved 3- 
year-old in training. But would it not be more 
true to regard his subsequent running as paying 
tribute to the excellence of Blue Peter, which 
gave him the equivalent of a full 10-pound beat- 
ing at Epsom? That Heliopolis has improved 
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since the Derby and that he will stay the Dop. 
caster journey I have no doubt. But it is no 
reasonable to assume that Blue Peter has stoog 
still in the meantime, and the winner - the 
Derby was travelling rather better tha any 
rival at the end of a mile and a half test that 
many good judges regard as being as severe a 
call on stamina as is the longer journey on Town 
Moor. I may be wrong, but I have the impression 
that what Heliopolis lacks in comparison with 
the real top-notchers is just that essential spark 
of finishing pace. 

This lack may be even more pronounced in the 
case of that very genuine stayer Atout Maitre 
whose enduring qualities were so well proved in 
the Gold Vase at Ascot. I have a high regard fo; 
H. Blagrave’s colt but I doubt if he is quite up 
to classic requirements in such a vintage year. 

The Manton stable controlled by Joe Lawson 
may be represented by Lord Astor's colt Quick 
Ray and R. S. Clark’s filly Galatea II. Sooner o; 
later, Quick Ray will prove himself in the first 
tlight, but I cannot believe that he is ripe enough 
as yet to threaten seriously the Doncaster favor- 
ites. I think that Galatea II may more worthily 
represent the stable on this occasion, and I have 
a very great liking for the One Thousand Guineas 
and Oaks winner. She is a splendid-looking in- 
dividual, and there are some lines in the book 
by which she can be made out to be but little 
inferior to the best of the colts. Moreover, 
September is the “‘mare’s month,” and we have 
seen the fillies Keysoe, Tranquil, and Book Law 
win the Leger in comparatively recent years. | 
shall look to Galatea II to give a thoroughly 
creditable display, and at the least I shall expect 
her to beat those members of the field that I 
have not mentioned in these notes. But assuredly 
the winner of the St. Leger must be one or other 
of the “horses of the century,’ Blue Peter or 
Pharis II. I'm hoping it will be ours.
